THE MATTER OF WEIGHT FOR AGE; 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS HOLD THEIR OWN. 

There has in the past few months been much said and written 
about weight for age in the beef cattle breeds. Because of their 
apparent smallness the question has beer raised as to whether the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed was capable of producing as many pounds 
as will the other beef breeds in a given time. You will note we 
said apparent smallness. The Aberdeen-Angus breed is known 
generally to be exceptionally deceiving when it comes to outward 
appearance as it relates to live weight. The butcher knows full 
well that the Aberdeen-Angus, although appearing to be smaller, 
is in reality heavier for his appearance than any other breed. This 
deception is accounted for largely because of his shortness of leg, 
depth of body, and thickness throughout as well as the deep flesh- 
ing. Wm. H. Pew of Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, New York, 
who has had charge of extensive feeding operations there says he 
has discovered that Aberdeen-Angus cattle do make weights for 
age; that they exceed in early maturity and demand a premium 
when they go to market. He says “they will make just as much 
weight via the Baby Beef route at a certain stipulated age as any 
breed in existence.” 

Here is another interesting item mentioned in a recent letter 
in which Mr. Pew says “I have just weighed up the young bulls 
calved in the spring of 1929 that we are fitting for the spring trade 
and am pleased to report that eight of the twenty-two have made 
weights of a thousand pounds or better at twelve months of age. 
All but one of the other fourteen will have made the nine hundred 
pound mark or better by the twelve month limit. None of these 
bulls have had a drop of milk of any kind since they were weaned 
last fall at six to six and one-half months of age.” 

For several years Minnesota has conducted a weight for age 
contest in carlot feeding and Iowa has for the past two years car- 
ried on such a project. A perusal of the reports shows that the

§ Field Day . Briarctit 


Folks from Several States Enjoy Big Day 


By Prof. R. B. Hinman. 


The occasion of the meeting at Briarcliff on March 24th was 
the 1930 Annual Field Day of the Eastern States Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. The 24th was a beautiful day and breeders 
were present by train and auto from New York, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and New Jersey. Ninety-seven sat down to 
the noonday luncheon. The program carried out was essentially 
as follows: 

9 A. M. Inspection of Briarcliff steer feed lots where 520 Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers are headed for the Baby Beef route. Methods 
of feeding and management were explained in detail. The 520 
Baby Beeves ranging in numbers per lot from 50 to 100 head have 
made an average daily gain since December Ist of 2.41 pounds. 
Their average per steer per day feed consumption at the present 
time by the self-feeder method is: 16% lbs. total composed of % 


ground barley, %4 shelled corn, 3 to 4 lbs. mixed oat and clover - 


hay, the supplement of two pounds of steer Fatena is included in 
the total. 

The larger calves in groups 2 and 4 are gaining nearly 3 
pounds per head per day. The smaller calves in groups 1, 3, and 
5 on account of their size are not making quite so rapid gains, yet 
with an average of 2.41 pounds for the total of 520 head, the gain 
is highly satisfactory. 

Many questions were answered regarding the details of the 
operation including not only feeding, but Briarcliff’s system of 
marketing, which is entirely based on merits including yield and 
quality of carcass. The guests were asked to place their estimates 
of weights of the various lots of cattle. The average of all lots 
was 619 pounds per head, the heaviest being 740 pounds and the 
lightest 493 pounds at the last date of weighing, March 11th. Car- 
loads from the feed lots will be seen at many of this season’s lead- 
ing fat stock shows. 

10:30 found the gathering inspecting the show breeding cattle 
being fitted for the 1930 shows, and the single pure bred show 
steers including the Junior yearling pure bred steers and summer 
yearlings. Then a trip through the young bull barn found twenty- 
five yearling bulls that were being fitted for the season’s sale, 
some of which had been already sold. 

11:00 o’clock found the group at the main bull barn lots. A 
parade of nine of the twenty-four stock bulls in use at Briarcliff 
was pulled off by the cattle boys in charge of the farm’s various 
cattle groups. The “old bulls” were on dress parade. Bob Hilde- 
brand ran up from White Plains to do some snapping. He got two 
wonderful views; one of the parade of bulls and the guests com- 
bined and one of the guests alone.

tone ack” and I rambled up the lane from the paving to a grassy 
plat embellished with beautiful old shade trees and two homes. An 
old time brick dwelling atop a knoll overlooking a major portion 
of the Oakes homestead which consists of nearly 500 acres. Lo- 
cated across the road and to the north in a rich valley lie a ma- 
jority of the fertile acres of this pioneer farm. This is the home 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. John P. Oakes who are happily watch- 
ing a golden sunset from the windows of this delightful old place 
that has been home to them for nearly three quarters of a century. 
A few rods to the south and in almost the same yard is another 
home, this is where we found William Oakes that afternoon as he 
was about to start some repair work on the machinery that would 
be needed in the fields within a few days, should the weather con- 
tinue favorable. al 

First thing of importance always is to pay a visit to the barn 
yard and the feedlot. Here were about sixty head of Aberdeen- 
Angus grade calves on feed and with them a few calves of off 
colors that had been added from neighboring farmer’s herds for 
the purpose of filling the lot to the desired number. These calves 
are fed in the open and have the privilege of going inside a large 
barn should they care to escape severe weather. The feedlot is 
situated on either side of a creek which supplies running water 
the year round and likewise gives the yards excellent drainage. In 
one corner of this dry lot is a clump of trees which supply ample 
shade from the hot summer sun—in fact these calves have an ideal 
home and the bulging cribs give the impression that these young- 
sters will be treated kindly at the feed bunk. Across the way were 
other barns and out from them the pastures where fifty or sixty 
head of registered and high grade breeding cows were working 
over the fields, gleaning here and there a choice morsel. The 
calves had just begun to come, several already being in evidence. 
The Oakes cows are of the thick, lowset sort that bring forward 
good lusty feeder calves which never fail to give a good account of 
themselves when they go to market. These cows are kept for the 
purpose of growing calves for the Oakes feedlots and the herd has 
proved very successful over a long period of years. 

After spending a short while at the feedlot and returning to 
the house the junior member of the firm escorted us over to “fath- 
er” Oakes home. A rap at the door and a 
stir within denoted that everybody was on 
their toes. Upon entering it was our pleas- 
ure first to meet Mrs. Oakes who is about

ten years the junior of her esteemed husband. Next came the sen- 
ior member to see who the intruder might be. When he discover- 
ed that it was none other than an ordinary newspaper man we be- 
gan to think perhaps he might lose interest, and so he might had 
it not been for the fact that our mutual interests are indeed simi- 
lar. Both being cowmen put a different light on the subject so it 
was not long until the elder Mr. Oakes, a gentleman born in 1835 
back in the Green Mountain country of Vermont, began to unravel 
the story of his most interesting life. “Yes, sir,” says he “I was 
born right up in Cal Coolidge’s country, only a short distance 
away. Many is the time I’ve walked down past his place.” John 
P. Oakes has been a cowman since childhood for it was his good 
fortune to live in a country where farm work was done largely by 
ox power. As a mere lad he took a hand at training oxen and 
when only twelve years old captured the grand championship rib- 
bons at many of the county fairs where he exhibited his highly 
trained ox teams. In fact he put on demonstrations that put many 
of the old timers to shame for he had perfect control of his oxen. 
at all times and drove them successfully by word of mouth. 

This mountain life was too slow for young John Oakes so at 
the age of nineteen he set out to see the west. He was a slender 
lad, but keen and determined as is evidenced even today in his keen 
bright eyes and erect posture. Locomotion those days consisted of 
sluggish travel by rail, or boat or stage coach. Young John’s bank 
roll was rather unpretentious and his constitution robust so he de- 
cided after reaching Clinton on the Mississippi that he would walk 
to Council Bluffs and thus save the stage fare. He selected the 
stage route as his guide across the new prairie country and to his 
surprise soon became acquainted with the language of the drivers 
who frequently gave him a lift, which helped materially in short- 
ening the distance to the old Missouri town. Upon arriving he im- 
mediately went into business on his own hook. The Mormon folk 
were moving westward and they needed cattle, horses, and sup- 
plies. Being a horseman as well as a cowman John Oakes soon de- 
veloped a good business with these people. He gathered at his 
Missouri river headquarters cattle and horses and there supplied 
replacements for those who needed them. He was just a little late 
for the gold rush of ’49 however managed later to get along as 
far as Pike’s Peak where he continued his supply business and 
gathered together a great number of castoff cattle which he as- 
sembled and drove back to the Chicago market, letting them feed 
as they came along. “Those cattle actually got fat on the trip” 
he said, “and they made me pretty good money.” 

His wanderings took him to lower Minnesota, in the vicinity 
of Austin, in fact he said to me “I once owned the -very land that 
town now stands upon, but it was not worth much at that time.” 
In those days Mr. Oakes gathered a bunch of cattle and drove 
them over to LaCrosse, Wis., from which place he shipped them on 
to Chicago. This was before the days of 
commission men. “Each railroad had its 
own yards” said Mr. Oakes, “and it was up

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St. Louis Calf Show 


And the Rules Governing It 


An article printed a short time ago in the 
st, Louis paper gives this information con- 
corning the coming Calf Club Show: 

The St. Louis Live Stock Exchange has 
iyst announced rules for the 1930 Boys’ and 
Girls’ Calf Club Show and Sale, to be held 
Nhe St. Louis National Stock Yards, De- 
ember 11 and 12. The Exchange has 
tackled the problem of a more equitable 
distribution of the premium money paid by 
the buyers for the Grand Champion and Re- 
serve Champion, something that has been a 
bone of contention among the various calf 
club sales the country over. 

The new Exchange rules provide that 
one-half of the money received for the 
Grand Champion Calf and 15 per cent of 
that received for the Reserve Champion 
will be retained and this fund distributed 
among the other sale entries and the minor 
prize winners. It is believed that this plan 
will meet with general approval, as it will 
tend to make the Show and Sale more dem- 
gratic and serve to encourage those who 
win minor prizes, also the young folks who 
strive hard to get in the prize money, but 
fail, through no fault of their own. 

This new plan will not work a hardship 
on the Grand Champion or Reserve Cham- 
pion winners, for the premium money given 
hoth of these, $300.00 and $200.00, respect- 
ively, should, in addition to their percent- 
age of the sale price, net them several 
times the actual market value of their 


stock. 

The 1980 event is the third annual Calf 
(lub Show and Sale sponsored by the St. 
Lois Live Stock Exchange. Both of the 
preceding events were record-breakers for 
the entire country, and the Exchange will 
endeavor to maintain the 1930 Show and 
Sale on a similar level. 

The Grand Champion winner last year 
was an Aberdeen-Angus calf, owned and 
exhibited by Paul F. Tolan, Jr., of Farm- 
ingdale, Ill. It sold to the American Pack- 
ing Company for $2.00 per pound.

winners in the 1929 sale made an average 
of 31 1-3 cents per pound, which was ap- 
proximately two and one-half times the 
market value of the calves. 

Secretary H. A. Powell of the St. Louis 
Live Stock Exchange, calls attention to the 
fact that the entries will close October 11, 
and no calf will be accepted after that date. 
He also states that the buyers for the past 
two years have complained somewhat at 
the excessive weight and mature age of 
some calves exhibited. Last year the popu- 
lar weight with the buyers was 1000 Ibs. or 
less. Of course, it is understood that while 
lighter calves are desired, they must show 
prime finish, in order to win. 

The St. Louis Live Stock Exchange con- 
ducts its annual calf club show and sale for 
the benefit of the sons and daughters of its 
patrons. The primary object of the event 
is educational. It is for the purpose of in- 
teresting the young folks in live stock pro- 
duction and also to enable them to learn 
through competition what constitutes a 
champion beef animal. The Exchange has 
not laid down any hard and fast rules for 
its event. Neither has it dictated to the 
young people just what and how their ani- 
mals should be fed. The Exchange desires 
that individual initiative and energy have 
full play and hopes that through the young- 
sters evolving better methods of beef pro- 
duction they may even “show something” to 
their parents. 

The minimum age of entrants for the 
1930 show is 7 years and the maximum is 
20 years. No entry will be accepted after 
October 11, 1930. It is advisable that those 
with calves now on feed enter them at once. 
Last year a few were denied admission for 
no other reason than that the owner over- 
looked the important item of the closing 
date. Entry blanks may be obtained from 
any commission firm that is a member of 
the St. Louis Live Stock Exchange. Prem- 
iums are announced at $1,500, same in all 
classes as were offered last year. 

The New Rule. 


Fifty per cent of the price paid for the 
Grand Champion and 15 per cent of the 
price paid for the Reserve Champion will be 
retained and distributed among the other 
sale entries, as follows: 

Fifty per cent of the total thus retained 
to be distributed equally among the remain- 
ing 28 prize winners. 

Fifty per cent of the total to be distrib- 
uted equally among all other sale entries, to 
a maximum of 220 calves. 

In the event the Reserve Champion under 
the above regulations should realize a net 
sale proceed in excess of that of the Grand 
Champion, all such excess shall revert to 
said Distribution Fund.

British Meat Prospects. 


Farmers who doubt the profitableness of 
raising beef cattle should take a little hint 
from the following article which appeared 
recently in the Banffshire Journal: 

That the United States has become a 
large importer of meat and has become a 
serious competitor with us for the surplus 
meat of pastoral countries is shown in an 
influential way in the article contributed by 
Sir William S. Haldane to the “Times” of 
yesterday week. In its course he brings out 
tacts that are of surpassing importance to 
British breeders and feeders of stock as 
well as to consumers in this country. On 
all sides our beef supplies are diminishing. 
To satisfy the hunger of its 122 million 
people the United States, he writes, has de- 
voured the surplus cattle and beef with 
which Canada used partly to feed us; has 
seized the great bulk of our beef supplies 
from New Zealand; has begun competing 
with us, alongside the growing Eastern de- 
mand, for whatever supplies of beef Aus- 
tralia can afford to export; and is now at- 
tacking the monopoly hitherto held by this 
country as the one big buyer in the South 
American markets, the main source upon 
which we have long depended for the cheap 
and ample feeding of our people. 

In commenting on Sir William Haldane’s 
communication it is noted in the “Times” 
how during the War years the United 
States, because of the high War prices, 
built up a cattle population of seventy- 
three millions. In the five years following 
the fall of prices in 1921 extensive slaught- 
er due to financial difficulties brought the 
total down to’sixty millions, and since then 
the population have been living on their 
cattle stocks and so many Western graziers 
have turned from cattle to sheep that last 
year there were fewer beef cattle in the 
country than at any time during the last 
half century. As the result of these suc- 
cessive reductions the United States, no 
longer self-stfficing for all its needs be- 
hind the high tariff walls which kept out 
imports from Canada, Mexico, and South 
Africa, has been forced to get what it could 
from abroad. In 1925 it had a net export 
of four and a quarter million pounds of 
beef, two years later it swallowed up all the 
surplus cattle that Canada and Mexico 
could spare, and in 1929 it imported about 
one hundred and twenty million pounds of 
beef, besides half a million cattle. The 
United States takes all available supplies 
from Canada. from which we now get no 
beef at all. In the last two or three years 
it has tapped for the first time our sources 
of supply in New Zealand, Australia, and 
South America. and each year, the United 
States’ population and needs are growing, 
our own imports of beef are shrinking and 
we have to pay more for what we do get. 
During the last two years the deficiency 
has been made good in this country by 
means of larger imports from Ireland and 
an increased slaughter of home stocks, the 
total number of which is now 300,000 less 
than in 1927. But that is a process of grad- 
ual elimination which cannot be continued 
indefinitely. 

Conditions point therefore to solid en- 
couragement being forthcoming for British 
farmers to set to work to breed the cattle 
that will be needed to maintain the nation’s 
supplies of meat. Almost everywhere ex- 
cept in Great Britain the supplies of mutton 
and lamb are at present increasing almost 
in inverse ratio to the amount of beef pro- 
duced, so that larger imports of this form 
of meat and consequently lower prices for 
home-bred sheep are to be expected. On

the other hand, though for the moment 
sheep are paying well, the decline in the 
world’s production of beef and beef imports 
into this country is likely to raise the 
prices. There can be little doubt, says Sir 
William Haldane, that the decline now mak- 
ing itself felt in our imported beef supplies 
entitles our home producers to reckon on a 
higher level of prices compared with those 
of the past three years, and, at last, on a 
remunerative return for the breeding and 
feeding of cattle. 

It is necessary always to bear in mind, 
says Sir William Haldane in conclusion, 
that our farming depends on live stock for 
more than on all crops put together, and 
that through cattle consumption vast quan- 
tities of farm crop are marketed.

for it. So I hired a helper and we set out 
for the northwest. I knew many of the set- 
tlers along the way and managed to go by 
many of their places. I had a hard time 
keeping the best ones, for every time I 
stopped someone would want to buy them. 
I sold some along the way and bought oth- 
ers. After reaching my destination I soon 
sold out the whole outfit and more than 
doubled my money on them.” It will be 
seen that this youngster was a keen one, 
perfectly able to look out for himself. 
However he had inherited a Yankee trait 
that really proved his downfall. “You 
know how I went broke the first time?” 
asked Mr. Oakes as a smile, crept across 
his face. “Well sir, you may not believe 
it, but this is how it happened. I borrowed 
money down east at four per cent and loan- 
ed it out in Minnesota at forty per cent, 
and that is how I went broke. You see I 
loaned it to a lot of fellows who failed to 
repay me and I had to make my loans good, 
so that’s how it came about.”

We 
deem it a great pleasure to be able to pre- 
sent on our cover page today a recent like- 
ness of this pioneer cowman mounted upon 
his favorite saddle pony. By the way, Mr. 
Oakes rode the range for a short time— 
long enough to get all that was coming to a 
tenderfoot, and long enough too to show the 
lads of the saddle that he was master of 
any horse that he might take a fancy to 
mount.
